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Item 6 Proposed Procedures for Dissemination of Intelligence on Significant 


Offensive and Defensive Weapons Developments 
Proposal by D/OCI for USIB consideration; Sponsor - Mr. Godfrey 


At its 10 October meeting the Board considered and approved 
guidance on Classification and Dissemination of Intelligence Information on 
Significant Weapons/Space Developments. Subsequently, the Board noted a GMAIC 
memorandum designed to implement the classification guidance which contained a 
listing of those foreign missile and space activities or events which are considered 
to meet the criteria for reporting at a minimum classification of TOP SECRET. 

Mr. Godfrey's memorandum has now been submitted in response to 
your request during the 17 October Board meeting that he consult with representatives 
of other interested agencies through current intelligence channels in order to develop 
a coordinated means of implementing the USIB-approved guidance on dissemination. 
This guidance specified that ''a limited, urgent dissemination of such intelligence 
should be made at the required security classification (generally no lower than 25X1 
TOP SECRET)to key selected DoD and national officials".
